‘The social democrats are found chiefly 
among the trades unionists of Russia.

It will be noticed 
that the large and menacing strikes whteh 
are now spreading through Ruesia have a 
political as well as an industrial aspect. The 
strikers ask not only an eight hour day, dou- 
- ble pay for overtime, and higher wages, but 
also liberty of speech, of conscience, of asso- 
ciation, inviolability of the individual and of 
the domicile, and representative institutions, 

Besides these purely Russian parties, there 
are the nationalist agitators, the Jews, Finns, 
Poles, and Armenians, who have suffered so 
much under Muscovite domination. 


@errorists and Liberals Unite. 
Not long ago there was at Paris a. secret 
meeting of all parties in opposition to the 
government. The terrorists, the social demo- 
crats, the liberals, and the various national- 
ists were represented by delegates. Resolu- 
tions were drawn up to the effect that the 
cause of reform could be best served by the 
temporary union of all parties of opposi- 
tion. It was specifically provided that the 
various partie& should preserve their liberty 
of action for the future, even though in the 
immediate present they were together. The

Probably tes# than half. But far more than 
half of the peasants are dissatisfied with the 
bureaucracy, which they carefully distin- 
guish from the autocracy.

COLOMBIA OUT FOR “CASH.” 


Wants United States to Buy Two 
at 


SPECIAL PROPOSAL IS MADE. 


Demands Also That Pihame Vote on 
the Question of Independence. 


{SPECIAL CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

BOGOTA, Colombia, Feb. 8.—President 
Reyes ts making another effort to get into the 
good graces of the United States and inci- 
dentally get iftto its strong box for a lttle 
financial boost. 

Ever since the diplomatic representative | 
of the country left Washington in a huff the 
advisers of the government here have had ' 
their heads together seeking an easy route 
back into the fold that would be greased with 
some of Uncle Sam's cash. The result of all 
deliberations is the following astonishing 
proposition, which probably is at present in 
the hands of the authorities at Washington, 
or at least close to this distinction, as it was 
dispatched from here early in January. 


What Colombia Wants. 2 
The proposition from Colombia to the. 
United States is in effect as follows: . 


return to Colombia, 
SECOND—If Panama votes to remain independ- | 

ent then the United States shall buy from Colom- 

bia at a liberal price the San Andres afd San 

Louis islands. 

THIRD—The canal zone in any ome to remain the 
property of the United States. 

The basis of the proposition that Panama 
go. through the form of voting to remain in- 
dependent, for no’one could expect the people 
to vote in any other way, if such an issue 
should be raised, rests presumably on a 
suggestion contained in a letter to President 
Reyes written by Secretary Hay Jan. 13, 
1904. If such a suggestion was made at that 
time, it was before the Panama permanent 
government was organized, and therefore is 
not pertinent to present conditions. 

The reali factor in the proposition is con- 
tained in the part where i. deals with the 
question of cash. 

Colombia has not much use for those two 
little islands in the Caribbean sea and is 
willing to séll them to the United States at 
a liberal price, the more liberal the better. 


Position of the United States. 

Washington, D. C., Feb. 8.—[{Special.}—. 
Panama carinot by vote of its people return 
to Colombia without the consent of the 
United States. This consent cannot be ob- 
tained and consequently Panama will re- 
main an independent nation with the United 
States beliind it. 

No treaty has been negotiated with Pan- 
ama providing that the infant republic shall 
not again become a part of the territory 
ef Colombia,. but the United States has 
pledged itself, by treaty, to maintain order 
on the isthmus. | 

It can be stated on the highest authority 
if a proposition to have Pananm return to 
Colombia should be advanced the United 
States government promptly would také 


which would compel the American govern- 
ment to use force, if eeennry to restore 
order, 


States would, of coursé, prolong the life of 
the Panama republic and increase ite sta- 
bility. 

Present Relations Friendly. 

There is no breach, however, at the onda 
time in the diplomatic relations between the 
two countries. Hach maintains a legation 
at the capital ofthe other. William W. Rus- 
sell is the American minister at Bogota and 
- Sefior Don Eduardo Perez Triana, secretary 
of the legation, is now chargé d’affaires here 
and will look after the interests of Colom- 
. bia until a new minister has been appointed. 
Colombia has announced its intention of 
sending a new minister here, and while he 
has not yet been chosen he is expected to ar- 
rive soon. 

After Panama declared its independence 
the feeling against Arthur M. Baupre of Illli- 
nois, American minister to Colombia, was so 
strong he was given an indefinite leave of ab- 
.| sende and finally transferred to Argentina. 
William W. Russell was then sent to Bogota. 
When the American minister left Bogota the 
‘Colombian minister was withdrawn from 


Washington. 
Since then amicable relations have been 


established.

The law was ex- 
plained to him and he was toid that hereafter 
any member of a “ boy gang "’ which broke 
the laws would be punished whether he had 
himself been guilty or not. He then left the 
courtroom, appointed an officer of the law. 


Comrade Can’t Understand It. 


“It’s a funny kind of a cop that lets his ma 
keep him in bed all day while the kids are 
having a time with a good snow like this,’’ 
said Willie Goldstein, one of Lambele’s piay- 
. mates, who had made many visits to his fiat 
in an effort to secure his freedom. Evident- 
ly his pleadings made an impression on the 
boy’s jailer, as she did not permit him to ap- 
pear in the street with his old companions 
during the day. 

Young Lambele’s home is not exactly the 
kind of a place that would be expected to 
produce a reformer. To reach it one must 
climb three flights of stairs, more or less 
securely constructed, descend several steps, 
cross a wooden bridge from which the sup- 
ports rotted years ago, and then walk on toa 
small landing, which is immediately in front 
of his parents’ flat. It was here that he re- 
mained a prisoner. 

“Pals” Held by Police. 
nwhile Juvenile Detectives Riley and 
Sherlock of the Max well street police station 
kept the young policeman’s comrades under 
surveillance. 

*‘His authority can’t do him any great good, 
at least for a while, if his mother holds him 
a prisoner,” said one of the detectives. “ if 
the boy really intends to assist the police 
he can do much good; unilese he doés so he

Government Is.on Way to 
Washington, D.C. 


TO GO 'TO SENATE AT ONCE. 


United States by Its. Terms Be- 
eomes Receiverof Insolvent 
Republic. 


Washington, D, C., Feb. 8.—{Special.]-—A 
treaty by which the United States has been 
given control of the finances of the Domini- 
can republic was ¢igned today in Gan 
Domingo City and is now on its way to Wash- 
ington. President Roosevelt is preparing 
his message and the treaty will be laid be-. 
fore the senate the moment it is received. 

The treaty has no limitation as to the time 
the United States shal] be in occupation of 
the custem houses, but the inference ise that 
as soon as the debt which is the cause of all 
San Domingo’s troubles shall have been ex- 
tinguished the United States will withdraw. 

The Dominican debt amounts to between 
$32,000,000 and $38,000,000. Under the treaty 
it is expected the American agents will be 
able to devote between a million and a mil- 
lion and a half yearly to the satisfaction of 
the interest and principal of the debt. It 
looks, therefore, as if: the American control 
of the Dominican finances would last a quar- 
ter of a century, unless the revenues increase 
to an extent not now expected, Of this debt 
more than $20,000,000 is held in Europe, and 
there always has been a danger, according 
to officials, of Burope taking possession of 
the custom houses and making an indefinite 
stay in Dominican territory. This, of course, 
would bring up the question of whether the 
Monroe doctrine was being infringed. 


Monroe Doctrine Is Affirmed. 


The protocol specifically affirms the Mon- 
roe doctrine. The customs officials are to be 
subject to the civil and penal jurisdiction of 
the Dominican republic without being con- 
sidered subjects of that government. There 
is to be paid to the Dominican government 
45 per cent of the total gross amount col- 
lected in all the custom houses of the repub- , 
lic, that proportion of the revenués being 
for the necessities of the administrative 
budget. ‘ 
“Any reform of the Dominican tariff is to’ be 
subject to the approval of the president of 
the United States. There shall be no in- 
crease of export duties or of the public debt 
of San Demingo, but export duties may be 
reduced or abolished by the authority of the 
American government on the request of the 
Dominican government. : 
The Dominican government pledges itself 
to give all necessary aid to the American 
government in carrying out the purposes of 
the convention as the latter may deem con- 
venient. 
The convention. will not take effect: until 
it shall have been ratified by the American 
senate and the Dominican congress, and will- 
remain in force for such time as may be 
necessary for the amortization of the Domin- 
ican republic's debt. 
Integrity of Island Preserved. 

The delay in the signature of the treaty, it 
developed today, wae due to the wish of both 
San Domingo and the United States to in- 
sert a provision which uld limit American 
rights in the way of intervention. The pro- 
vision as finally inserted is in the nature of 
recognition by the United States of the in- 
dependence of the government of the island 
and the future integrity of its territory. 
Reports that exiles from Domingo are pre-. 
paring to inaugurate a new revolution have 
reached the state department andare causing 
some concern. The presence of American 
men of war, it is expected, will deter the rev- 
olutionists from attempting any movement

OPERATOR LOSES $800,000. 


Instance Is Cited in Rate Discrimination 
Argument in Case Against An- 
thracite Carrying Roads, 


Washington, D. C,, Feb, 8.—The arguments 
in the case of William R. Hea of New 
York against the anthracite coal carrying 
railroads were continued today before the 
interstate commerce commission.’ 

Attorney Shearn, for the complainant, who 
occupied the entire day, contended that, be- 
tween 1897 and 1908, these roads depart 
from the published tariffs and imposed d 
criminating rates. He said that the purchas- 
ing contracts were really contracts for rates, 
and that by means of the difference between

dollars over and above just compensation for 
the service which they render.’’

Was , D. C., Feb. 8.—The democrats 
had their inning in the house today on the 
railroad rate question. The discussion was 
on the Esch-Townsend bill to regulate 
freight rates. The democrats, although 
many of them freely stated that they were 
with the president in his stand for a change 
in railroad rate conditions, declared the 
measure was democratic in every sense ex- 
cept that {t had been\introduced by the re- 
publicans. 

Several democratic members declared that 
their party had lost a golden opportunity to 
offer an adequate substitute for the Town- 
gend bill, and others declared their intenti 
of standing by the present, unreservedly, ol 
the question of freight rates. “ His action,” 
said the member from Nevada, “ has been 
more courageous than any since Jackson.” 
However, others said the bill bore plainly 
the earmarks of insincerity and was mere- 
ly to pacify public sentiment. 

Hepburn Bill Also Democratic. i 
Today's discussion was opened by Mr. 
Thayer of Massachusetts, a democrat, who 
congratulated the president, the republican 
party, and the majority of the committee on 
interstate and foreign commerce for adopt- 
ing what he declared to be a purely demo- 
cratic measure. After characterizing the 
Hepburn bill as being also a democratic 
measure, he charged that it had been pulled 
down at the instance of the president as not 

meeting with his approbation, ) 

The Hepburn bill, he said, no more resem- 
bled the Townsend bill, which represented 
the position of the administration, than a 

rabbit does a race horse. 

Mr. Shober of New York, a @emocrat, 
charged that an opportunity had been lost 
to the democ by offering an inadequate 
substitute to Townsend bill. 

Declaring his mtention of standing unre- ,

Hugh Grant, former mayor of New York, 
went to see “You Never Can Tell,” which 
might be amended in his case to read “ You’d 
Better Not Tell.”

LOVELY COLORS FOR SKYSCRAPERS. 

Perhaps a word of advice will not be re- 
sented by people who are thinking of color- 
ing their skyscrapers. Mr. W. H. Russell, 
in his address before the American Institute 
of Architects, suggested “ bright-colored 
terra cotta.” The contour of the sky- 
scraper, he admitted, was fixed by necessity. 
Architecture, thowever, is concerned with 
color as well as with contour, and the Amer- 
ican city, though built in straight lines, 
might be considerably mitigated by the judi- 
cious use of colored building materials. — 

Just here should be interjected the word of 
advice that Mr. Russell failed to give. If 
you are building in Chicago with the 
highest esthetic intentions, do not start 
in with a delicate pink or with a high 
blue. Begin more modestly. Try a gray 
or a drab. Some experimenters have found 
that there is virtue even in a black. The 
trouble with the pink and with the blue is 
that they do not harmonize with their sur. 
roundings. They are soon overlaid with the 
interesting coloring materials which com- 
pose the atmosphere of Chicago so gener- 
ously contributed to it by our merchant 
princes. Color is a good thing. But it must 
be consisteht with the state of society to 
which it is applied. Artificial must not 
clash with local color. The coloring mate- 
rials used in the construction of the sky- 
scrapers and the coloring materials used in 
the construction of the atmosphere should 
blend harmoniously into a general scheme. 
The local color of Ghicago at present 
‘ries between a blackish gray and a grayish 
black. Even a deep orange would be intru- 
sive. It would violate the fundamental prin- 
ciple of art, which is unity of effect. That 
is, it would do so at first. The diligent 
efforts of our merchant princes aforemen- 
tioned would, of course, soon remove this 
difficulty. The cultivated and fastidious 
gentlemen who buy Corots and who elevate 
art in their drawing rooms understand full 
well thatn a manufacturing center the sky- 


as well as in every other way the genius of 
the community in which they stand. A deep 
orange would, therefore, soon take on .a 
still deeper hue, and it might as wel] be 
made a smoked glass color to begin with.

The farmers may ask where they come in. 
They may ask themselves how far they are 
the beneficiaries ‘of a-protective tariff when 
hides, wool, wheat, and other raw materials 
they produce can be imported free by many- 
faeturers who use them for export trade. It 
may appear to the farmers that in spite 
of the imposing agriculturalachedules of the 
tariff they are not protected except.as to 
eggs, chickens, and cabbages. 

The revision of the tariff by construction 
may have conseque the two cabinet 
officers did not dream of. It may set the 
farmers to thinking that the tariff is turkey 
for the manufacturers but buzze:! for 
them and that there should be a general 
revision by congress giving manufacturers

King Victor Emmanuel is about to conf.

prelates, and by virtue of an arrangement 
with the vatican there will be a reversion to 
the conditions in this respect which preyailed 
prior to 1870, er certain archbishoprics 
carried with themaseatinthesenate. Since 
the fall of the tentporal power no prelate has 
ever been seen in the Italian senate, and 
when Mgr. Bonomelli and other bishops and 
archbishops become members of the upper 
chamber the most important step towards a 
reconciliation between church and state in 
Italy will have taken place. 

No little apprehension prevails in Engla 
among the relatives and friends of Lord Cu® 
gon with regard to his safety. The license 
of the native press in India is great, and some 
of the most widely circulated newspapers, 
as, for instance,. the Kala Mahratta, 
published at Poonah, have been virtually ad- 
vocating the assassination of the viceroy, 
comparing his methods to those of the Rus- 
sian minister of the interior, De Plehve, who 
was blown to pieces last summer, and rec- 
ommending that Lord Curzon should be dealt 
with in a similar way. “ Murders such as 
those of M. de Plehve have an educative 
value,” says the Kala. ‘“ The list of griev- 
ances which we have against Lord Curzon is 
certainly much greater than that of the Rus- 
sians against M. de Plehve ’’—and then a Nt- 
tle further on it is stated that “ the day of 
retribution is at hand.” 

The effect of such literature as this upon 
the native mind, which can be so easily 
goaded into well nigh maniac frenzy against 
the white man, is most dangerous, and, while 
on the one hand it is easy to understand the 
determination of the viceroy to inaugurate 
laws which will place a severe check upon 
this license of the native press, it is also 
quite comprehensible that Lord Curzon’s 
friends and relatives should be anxious with 
regard to his safety, fearing lést he should 
share the fate of the late earl of Mayo, who, 
it may be remembered, was assassinated by 
a native of the Andaman islands while viceroy 
of India. 


At Belgrade the situation is becoming more 
and more critical. As King Peter is either 
unwilling or unable to keep away the regi- 
cide officers from his palace, it has been com- 
pletely boycotted by the entire foreign diplo- 
matic corps. True, they have not yet left 
er ghee but they do not go to court, and 
old aloof, not only’ from tHe. palace, but 
likewise from all official functions at which 
they are likely to meet the regicide officers. 
Owing to this, there was no reception at 
court on New Year’s day, and the foreign 
envoys abstained from presenting the usual

of the Liszt “ Spanigh Rhapsody.’ And, as 
an additional number, after the concerto, he 
played the Chopin “ Berceuse'"’‘! The“ Pa- 
thetic’ he conducted wholly from memory, 
and, of course. played the piano nu 
without reference to the printed notes. 
While the memorizing of a single symphony 
is no unusual feat in this day of the virtuoso 


conductor, and really has but little to do 
with the true abilities of an orchestral leader, 


it is, nevertheless, an invariable source of 
wonderment to the layman, and never fails 
to impress. The audience last. evening was
